Theſe and many other as Dangerous and DeſtruQive Principles, appears not only ro be held and believed 
by theſe Ignorant and Barbarous People, but are proved, and thar by a Reverend and no Jcis Learned 2 
Prelate than the preſent Biſhop of Tzncolne, to be the Do&rInes and Pradtices of the Papilts, and Cannons 
of rhejr Church, and are very ſuitable to &rbanxs Offevys his Bull for, Conſecrativg the Horrid and Bloody 
Rebellion iN 1641. 

As is the Fountain, ſuch muit-be the Streams, 
As is the Tree, ſuch muſt be the Fruit. 

A Learned Subrile and united Clergy, Impoſing and Improving theſe and the like Principles into an T!!ite- 
rate, Immoral, Looſe and Barbarous People, Byaſſed with Prejudice and Mallce agairſc the Perſons Pro« 
ſcfſions #nd Laws, of the Crown of England, as they mult needs advance the Iriſh Paplits, as aforeſaid , to 
' the higheſt Elevation of Biggotry, fo ir muſt needs render them unable and uncap?ble to receive aby Places 
of Truit and Power from 4 Froteſrant Prince, or to Exerciſe it nver a Proteſtant People. 

From whence it Naturally follows, 

1, That all Places of Truſt and Power in the Kingdom of 770l«xd muſt be put into the hands of Proteſc« 
arts, and ; ; | 

2. That the Numbers of theſe Biggotted 1; Papiſts being ſo dIſproportioneble,and their Hatred againſt rhe 
Brzitiſh Proteſtants ſo Irreconcileable , It further appears, as aforeſaid , that the Brittiſh capnort be (ſafe in 
Irtland without a good ſtanding Proteſtant Army for their conſtant Security. 

33 That this Army pur into the hands of Sober , Virtuous, Dlicreet and Experienced, Officers, will 
nor only be a Security to the Proteſtants there , but a Seminary to the Crown of England, whence, as oc» 
caſjan offers, may be drawn good Officers and Souldiers, 

4. That inthe Kingdom of J1relaxd are many fixed and Eftablifhed Garlſons, whick the Government uſu- 
ally granted for Life, with conſiderable Revenues, Fees , and other Perquiſirs, over and above the Eiiablſh» 
7.ent of their Pay, 

$, That the Officers of the Army have uſually had the Addition of Civil Employs, which are many times 
more Beneficial than their Military Offices, and given them ro make thelr Perſons and Employs the more 
Confiderabie in their reſpe&ive Stations , which ſaid Employs nupon Enquiry will be found ro be many in 
Number , as well as Confiderable in point of Profit, and may be Reduccable to thoſe following Heads» 

i. Officers or Dependants on the Chief Governour and State, 

2. Officers or Dependants on the Courts of Judicature, 

2, Off cers or Dependants on the Army. 

4. Officers or Dependants on the King's Revenue, 

5. Officers or Dependants on the Church. 

6, Officers or Dependants on the reſpe&ive Counties, Cities, Towns Corporate and Burroughs. 

1. As tothe Officers and Dependants on the Chicf Governour and State in Ireland, they arein a great 
meature the ſame with thoſe ofthe King and State in England, and at a moderate Calculation cannat be 
leſs than rwo hnndred. 

2. The Officers and Dependants on the Courts of Judicature, are alſo much the ſame with thoſe of Engs 
gland, and are more than four hundred. 

3- The Officers and Dependants on the ſtanding Army, Garrifons, Train of Artillery, and Stores, are 
not le(s than five hundred. 

4 The Officers and dependants on the Kings certain and caſual Revenue, including the Prerogatire, Ad- 
mirality, and Poſt Office, are beft compured from the Annual Charge of the Crown, which is to them more 
than tourty thouſand pounds per Annum, and are notle(s in number than 400 Employs. 

s As tothe Officers and Dependants on the Church, it is well known that the whole Klngdom Is divid-. 
ed into 22. Dloceſſes, each Dioceſs hath Irs Biſhoprick the 4 Provinces have each of them an Arch-Biſhop 
with abour 2508 Parlſkes, with thelr reſpe&ive Digniraries, which thovgh inferiour in number to thoſe in 
England, yet what they have is near equal in value, and ſettled by Law az in Ergiand., and cannot have leſs 
than Employs for 3o0co perſons, why muſt be all Proteftants. | : 
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6. The number of the reſpeMve Connies, Cities, Towns Corporate, and Burroughs, Employs, arc 
beft known by the;Survey of che whole Kingdom, which is near equai wo Erglond, { Waits excepred ) and 
conſiſts of 32 Caounttes, beſide rhe Counties of the relſ; eciive Ciiles, each Count, having fev:re] Towns 
Corporate, and all Judiclal and Miniiterial Employments with fcveral dIRintt Revenues of Houſes, Lands, 
Fecs, and other Perquifites ro ſupport the Dignittes of chelr retpettive Communities ard rhetr Offin-rs, 
which being the higheſt and only places of Trutt and Power in the iaid refpeRive Counniies, Cities, Towns 
Corporate and Burroughs, of the Kingdom, muſt be preſumed to have a luirzb'e Supyort, and cannot be 
jn Number leſs thas Eight Hundred. 

So tharthe whole Number of the ſaid Employs in Church aud State appears to be more than 53co Pl:ces 
of Reputation, Truſt, Power, and plentiful Support, v7, io the Church 3o0co, and to the Stare 230, 
which mult be all pur into the hands of Prorettants, rhougit che 12h Papiſcs ſhould be fo wiſe as ro ſubratr on 
the 10tb of April, 1689. to the Terms held forth fn the King and Queens Declaraifon to all their Loving 
$abjects in that Kingdam, bearing Date at Whzte-hall the 224 of Feb;uary, 1683, 

But in caſe of their Refuſel, there will be a much greater Encouragement ro the Proteſtant Officers and 
Souldiers who are or ſhall be Engaged In the War, as appears by the following particulars, 

:. The 11 Papiſis having had the favour of the two latt Kings, by Donailons and Reſizurations, are 
much Richer now, than In the Year 1641, | 

2, The greateſt part of thejr Lands, having been Improved by the 2rz2tiſh, and when fo [mnroved, t26 
ken from them and given the 1r;[h, were lately of much greacer Valiew than in 154+, 

. The ſaid 1r;þ are now in poſſeffion as of their own Right, of ncar four Millions of Acres of the beſt 
Land, and beft Improved, In that Kingdom, 

4+ The (aid Lands with the Improvements cannor be of lefs Value rhan 8 Millions of Pounds. | 

- The Forces agreed on by the Houſe of Commors the 19th of March, 1682. to be forthwith 
Raiſed, being pur intro Sober and Experienced Officers Haitds, and thar Army well Paid and Governed, 
may with God's Blefſirg , in all probability, in Twelve Months time Reduce 2rd Recover that King- 
dom. 
6. The whole Charge of that Army in Twelve moneths cannot amount unto half a Million of pounds, 
which is not a 16th of what will be got by the ſaid Conqueſt; which is Iefs than the Proteſtants have already 
loſt, and the IriſÞ Papiſts got by plundering Houſes and Stock oft of Lands, befides the fall of Rents and De- 
vaſtations of Planrations. | 

7, The Kings Majeſty, whoſe ward Is as Sacred as his Office, hath by the Declaration , aforementioned, 
aſſured to all ſuch Officers and Souldiers as (hall be Aiding and Atlifting jn the Reduciog the ſaid Kingdom, . 
that all Lands and Eſtates char by Law fhall by that Rebellioh be forfeited to Hlm , fhall be dificfburcad and 
diſpoſed unto the ſaid Army: 

So that the Souldiery having good Pay,a Proſped of theſe Lands , and an aſſurance of the aforeſaid Civil 
Employs, let a Scrutiny be made into all the Military, Services in Chrittendom, and (ee if thence can be Ex- 
trated one Inſtance of Parallel, or equal Encouragement to this War of Reducing Ireland. 

Ic js roo ſadly known that the Brzttzſh received all Imaginable Diſcouragement, and the 1r7;/h all imaginable 
Favour, ſince the Year 1660, the reſpeRive Chief Governours publick Inftruttions being to favour the Ex. 
liſh, bur their private and more effc&ual Infiiufions was fill ro favour the Tr7hz yer norwirhſtandlog 
thoſe Varieties of Diſcouragement Iris well known , thar ſuch hath been the Sobriery and Induſtry even of 
many of the private Souldiers both of Horſe and Foot in the late General Cromwels Army, that they were before 
the preſent Popith Government under Tyrconne! poſſciſed of Confiderable Ettires real and perional, and alſo 
in Confiderable Publick Employs in that Kingdom 3 and that which is yet more Remarkable, and as equally 
True, is, That when ſome of the late Governours in Complyance with their private Inftru&ions pur {everal 
Engliſh outand Ir: into Places of Truft and Power , they found rite ſald Iriſh fo unable and unczpable to 
manzge them , that they were forced, agalntt cheir will , as well as their private inffiructions, to return 
them into the Brztzſh or Engliſh hands, from whence they took them. Such of the Iriſh as were Sober, In- 
duſtrious, and Men of Eftates, were much better ſatisfied that thoſe Imploys were recurn'd into Engliſh 
hands, chen to have had them continued fo the 1ri5/h. And that which is more Remarkable , is, That our 
preſent Gracious Sovera'gn King z:lliamn, Aﬀting his own Pricciples by making a Law for Eate of Tender 
Coniciences, and an Act of Regiſtry ro Secure Property, and frequ.ntily Infpeating the Execution of the 
Judicial and Minliteriai Officers, Examining the Records of the Reſpective Oftices, Moderating 2nd Alerting 
their ReſpeRive Fecs,8 placing all,as oughr by Law,in Brittiſh Yracefiants Hands,receiving & reinforcing the 
Laws made againſt Vagabonds & fdle Perſons,and requiring }ullices of Peace, purſuaur to Law, to pur forth ro 
Trades ſuch of theNatlves Children as ate unable to put them forth rhemelves & thereby EncouragingTrade 
and Manuf:Rury In the refpe&ive Counties, Cities and Towrs,ct thac Kirpdom & not ſufter the Trade of the 
three Kingdoms for to Interfere or Oppreſs each other,the wideBreaches now made upon theProteitants will 
ſoon be repaired In that Kingdom, the Expenſive Charge of the Was ſoon r: paid, and 1eand which hath 
bicherto heen a Charge and Burthento England may for the future be made a place of great Advantage, hoth

Book lately printed for R- Baldwin in the 014 Baily, and Inticu- 
led, The State of the Papiſt and Protefiant Propritties in the Kingdon of Irtland, &c.) and Reduced the Lands 
not to a Molcty of the aforeſaid Value, yet it is rationally preſumed, that with the aforeſaid Forces, Mana-' 
ged as aforeſaid; and under that (ſober ſtri& Diſcipline as the late General Cromwels Army wes in that 
Kingdom, its no way doubted bur the ſame Condut will have the ſame Succeis, and the Lands left in a 
muck better condition by this, than by the former Rebellion, eſpeclally, ff one Principle can be but efftettu- 
ally purived, obſerved, and belleved, now, as was then, That no Sober nor Serions Perſon conld be a Coward, 
and no Vain or Frothy Reftor Truly Valiant, which did nor only appear True by the Succeſs of that Army, bu: 
by the differing Condudt, and differing Succeſs, of Two Armles ofa later Date.
